‘PARTIES HELD 
TO LURE GIRLS’ 


SEVEN young men groomed and 
sexually exploited eight teenage 
girls in Banbury, a jury at Oxford 
Crown Court has been told. 

On the first day of their trial, prosecu- 
tion barrister Stuart Trimmer QC said 
the defendants identified their targets 
by organising parties for under 18s. 

He said the group was known as “BB 
or B2” and they subjected their victims 
to a “cycle” of abuse, which in some 
cases culminated in “rape and even 
gang rape”. 

The defendants are Ahmed Hassan- 
Sule, 21, of Glyndebourne Gardens; 
Said Saleh, 20, of Orchard Way; Moham- 
ed Saleh, 21, of Orchard Way; Takudzwa 
Hova, 21, of Broughton Road; Kagiso 
Manase, 26, of Warwick Road; and Alex- 
andru Nae, 19, of Broome Way. 

They were charged alongside a

17-year-old who cannot be named for le- 
gal reasons. 

The defendants deny a total of 26 
charges, including 19 counts of sexual 
activity with a child, two counts of 
causing or inciting a child to engage in 
sexual activity, three counts of rape and 
two counts of sexual assault. 

All the offences are alleged to have 
taken place between 2011 and 2013. 

Opening the case Mr Trimmer said: 
“This case concerns the sexual exploi- 
tation of a number of vulnerable girls 
aged between 13 and 16 by a group of 
males, predominantly aged between 18 
and 25-years-old. 

“The defendants appear to have identi- 
fied vulnerable underage girls through 
the group organising parties for un- 
der 18s in Banbury, which they called

“The girls were sometimes willing 
participants, sometimes flattered and 
pleased by the attention of the group. 

“They were young and emotion- 
ally immature, with some looking for 
friendship. 

“Sadly for them they were identified 
by these defendants and were used by 
them. 

“And once they were into the cycle of 
repeated abuse they had no realistic 
means of extracting themselves. 

“In general, the defendants befriended 
their victims, they established some 
sexual relationship, before proceeding 
to use the girls to have sex with others 
within their group. 

“The evidence establishes a variety of 
tactics, such as evoking guilt and some- 
times using threats or violence.” 

All the defendants are in custody, ex- 
cept the 17-year-old. 

The trial continues.

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Ex-children’s home boss 
jailed for child sex abuse 


THE former boss of an Oxford- 
shire children’s home was jailed 
for 12-and-a-half years for sexu- 
ally abusing boys during the 
1970s and 1980s. 

Rodney Smallman, of Erica Close, 
Banbury, was unanimously found 
guilty of 15 counts of indecent as- 
sault on male children in December 
at Oxford Crown Court. 

The 72-year-old showed no emotion 
as Judge Zoe Smith announced his 
sentence, telling him: “One can see 
the terrible impact your behaviour 
had.” 

The assaults took place between 
February 1976 and March 1983 and 
Smallman’s barrister Jennifer Ed- 
wards said her client still denies he 
committed the offences. 

Prosecutor Giles Curtis-Raleigh 
said one victim had “lived in a silent 
hell for 30 years” and because he felt 
“ashamed and dirty”. 

Smallman, who has another con- 
viction for abusing boys in 1985, was 
made subject to a sexual offences 
prevention order banning unsuper- 
vised contact with boys indefinitely. 

Judge Zoe Smith said Smallman 
used his position to groom and abuse 
boys as young as ten, sometimes in 
“sadistic” ways with the excuse he 
was punishing them. 

She said the pensioner also threat- 
ened and bullied his victims to stop 
them reporting the abuse, telling 
one: “I can do what I want.”

Judge Smith told Smallman: “Each 
of these boys had to give evidence in 
your trial and give descriptions of 
what had occurred in the past. Their 
distress at having to relive their ex- 
periences was obvious.” 

Speaking outside of court, one of 
Smallman’s victims said, although 
he hoped the sentence would give 
him closure, it was not enough. 

Smallman was convicted of all 
three counts relating to the victim, 
relating to indecent assault on a male 
between July 1979 and July 1982. 

The victim, who cannot be iden- 
tified for legal reasons, said: “He 
should’ve got longer, definitely. 

“He should’ve got life. I’ve lost my 
life, he should’ve lost his. The guy’s 
an animal. Children should’ve been 
a lot safer.” 

Speaking of his abuse, the victim, 
who lives in South Oxfordshire, 
said: “It ruined my life. It turned me 
against authority and got me down 
the wrong lines. I ended up getting 
in trouble, I couldn’t trust authority.” 

He said he spent about seven years 
in prison, adding: “They were meant 
to protect me and they didn’t protect 
me.” 

Yet the father-of-four said: “I feel 
better about the future, that part of 
my life can be put away. It will always 
affect me, but not so badly.” 
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monitored wildlife sites have 
disappeared since 2009, anew 
report has said. 

Seven of the 24 county sites 
monitored “had been lost 


altogether” from 2009 to 2013, The 
Wildlife Trust's report said. 

Yet that sample - which bosses 
refused to name - represents only 
six per cent of the 371 designated 
wildlife sites in Oxfordshire. 

Nationally, about 10 per cent of 
the 6,590 sites monitored in 
England had been lost or damaged 
since 2009, the report said. 

Limited resources mean only a 
small fraction of sites can be 
monitored said the Berks, Bucks & 
Oxon Wildlife Trust's Giles 
Strother. 

Mr Strother, acquisitions and 
project development manager, 
said: “It’s only the last 60 or 70 
years that we have become 
technically efficient in our farming. 

“It's more the changes in land 
use that have brought about a lot

of the loss of the wildlife. There 
may have been a speeding up in 
the last few years.” 

Reasons for the loss of sites 
include the dumping of topsoil, 
mowing of grass for a caravan 
park and use of land for ponies.

‘Wildlife sites are dying off’ 


ALMOST a third of Oxfordshire’s 


wildlife sites are owned by farmers 
with most of the rest owned by 
private landholders. 

He said 1.7 per cent of the county 
were a protected Site of Special 
Scientific Interest (SSSI) while 2.1 
per cent are non-protected wildlife 
sites. 

Changes to SSSI land like 
ploughing and removing plants 
require permission from Natural 
England. 

Mr Strother said a wildlife site 
was “somewhere that has a good 
diversity of native wildlife” with 
threatened species. 

This could include marshes, 
wetlands, meadows, ancient 
woodlands and chalk grassland. 

Trust spokeswoman Wendy 
Tobitt said: “Because most of the 
local wildlife sites are in private 
ownership, we're not at liberty to 
give detailed information.”

Praise as council 
rejects home bid 


A decision by the council 
to block the building of 
117 homes is welcomed

THE director for Campaign 
to Protect Rural England 
Oxfordshire has _ praised 
the council for standing its 
ground over a planning ap- 
peal for 117 homes in Ban- 
bury. 

A Government planning in- 
spector last week backed Cher- 
well District Council’s decision 
to reject the controversial plans 
for Crouch Hill. 

The council had thrown out 
Gleeson Developments Ltd’s ap- 
plication for planning permis- 
sion for the site on the outskirts 
of the town in March. 

CPRE Oxfordshire director 
Helen Marshall said: “It is good 
to see such a sensible decision 
from the planning inspectorate 
and well done to Cherwell Dis- 
trict Council for standing their 
ground. This site is an impor- 
tant feature, providing a rural 
backdrop to the town, as well as 
being of cultural importance in 
relation to the Civil War.” 

The plans proposed develop- 
ments on the 10.5-hectare land 
south of Broughton Road includ- 
ing 117 homes with parking. 

On Tuesday, January 6, In- 
spector Jennifer Vyse refused

the appeal concluding that the 
plans would have a “significant 
adverse impact on the character 
and appearance of the part of 
the district”. 

She said: “In my considera- 
tion the site is still seen as an 
essential component of the ru- 
ral setting of the hill and is very 
sensitive with a low capacity for 
residential development. 

“Tam in no doubt that the erec- 
tion of up to 117 dwellings on the 
lower field would constitute a 
considerable intrusion into that 
setting.” 

Cherwell District Council re- 
jected plans originally calling it 
a “sporadic and unsustainable” 
extension of the town’s bound- 
ary. 

Cherwell’s lead member for 
planning, councillor Michael 
Gibbard, said: “The site was 
not thought suitably practical 
on landscape grounds and it is

pleasing to see the inspector has 
supported that view. 

“Any housing on that hill would 
be very visible and out of keep- 
ing. We are delighted that the 
inspector seemed to agree with 
us as it is a special landscape site 
and worthy of keeping.” 

The original plan received 33 
letters of objection, including an 
objection from the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England Oxford- 
shire group. 

Mr Gibbard added: “It is so 
pleasing to find an inspector that 
has recognised the value of the 
landscape. As an authority we 
are aware of our requirements 
to meet Government housing 
targets but our ethos has always 
been to provide the right homes 
in the right locations while pre- 
serving the open countryside 
and preventing urban sprawl.” 

Gleeson Development Ltd was 
not available to comment. 


Taxpayers save money in bin collections 


TAXPAYERS across Banbury 
are paying the lowest they have 
been in a decade for having their 
rubbish collected, according to 
the latest figures. 

Cherwell District Council said 
people were paying less than £50 
a year for the collections, and in 
the previous financial year they 
paid a total of £47.84. 

Cherwell’s lead member for 
performance, Kieron Mallon, 


said: “As an authority we have 
worked hard to protect the 
frontline services that matter 
most to our residents during 
times of financial uncertainty. 
“Tnitiatives such as sharing 
services with South 
Northamptonshire Council and 
providing increased recycling 
opportunities have all helped us 
to make the necessary financial 
savings while maintaining a 


high level of service to the 
taxpayer.” 

The findings come after 
Cherwell District Council met 
on Monday, January 5, to review 
the current collection service as 
part of anew Government 
Waste Framework Directive. 

It was decided that no changes 
would be made to collection and 
will review the service in five 
years.

Last month, there was about 
220 vacancies for paramedics.

Mayor hits out over pensions ‘con’ 


BANBURY mayor and 
prospective Labour 
parliamentary candidate 
Sean Woodcock has said 
pensioners in the town are 
being conned by the 
Government. 

Responding to a statement 
last month in which the 
Government promised to 
guarantee pensioners a 2.5 
per cent annual increase in 
their allowances, Mr 
Woodcock said 630 people in 


the Banbury constituency 
are to receive an annual rise 
of just 87p. Mr Woodcock 
said: “The Government need 
to stop conning pensioners 
and start being open and 
honest about the state 
pension. It’s another 
example of the contempt the 
Tories have for the man or 
woman on the street.” 

The Government 
announced in December the 
basic state pension would go 


up by 2.5 per cent from April, 
providing single people with 
£2.85 more a week. 

However, the shadow work 
and pensions minister Gregg 
McClymont raised questions 
about changes to the pension 
credit, which would mean 
1.6 million pensioners would 
only get a small increase. A 
single pensioner will receive 
just 87p more a year and 
couples will have to share a 
rise of £1.20 a week.

“From there we planned 
Finnley’s Day, which in the 
first year raised around 
£6,500.” 

The first event was held 
on what would have been 
Finnley’s first birthday and 
every year falls on the near- 
est weekend. 

This year’s family fund- 
raiser at Banbury Town Hall 
will include face painting, 
a bouncy castle, craft stalls 
and a visit from Frozen’s 
Elsa.

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Sunny days see a rise in 
the production of honey 


Beekeeping is on the up in 
the county as more people 
driven by plight of the bee 


BEEKEEPERS in Oxfordshire say 
their bees produced more honey 
last year than at any time in the 
last six. 

And, with the number of keep- 
ers in the county double what it 
was five years ago, there has never 
been a better time to take up one 
of the world’s oldest hobbies. 

Commercial honeybee popula- 
tions have declined by about 45 per 
cent in the UK since 2010, hit by 
pesticides and viruses. 

And cold, wet springs in recent 
years have made life even more 
difficult for bees seeking flowers. 

But a warm spring and summer 
in 2014 made for better flowers, 
better pollen, and more honey. 

Thame beekeeper Peter Randall 
said he harvested close to 400lb 
of honey this year from his seven 
hives. 

The 56-year-old accountant said: 
“What bees like is nice, hot, sunny 
days and we had a lot of those last 
year. 

“This has been one of the best 
years in the last six. I’ve had at 
least 10 per cent more honey.” 

The father-of-one, who sells hon- 
ey and gives it away as gifts, said

his bees pollinated crops such as 
beans, so when he had a good year, 
farmers do, too. 

Banbury beekeeper Peter Chaunt 
said his hives in the grounds of 
the Warriner School, Bloxham, 
produced 10 per cent more honey 
than last year. 

Mr Chaunt, who is currently 


chairman of Oxfordshire Bee- 
keepers Association, said: “Hotter 
temperatures mean better flowers 
and better pollen and nectar.” 

But he also warned that mild 
winters, such as this, could be 
“disastrous” for a hive. 

Bees have evolved to hibernate 
through the coldest part of the 
year, huddling for warmth. 

If it stays too warm, they may 
think it is spring and go out

Firefighters called in to 
help ambulance crews 


High Christmas demand 
on service saw pilot 
scheme rolled out early

FIREFIGHTERS had to be 
called in to help struggling am- 
bulance crews over Christmas 
as paramedics faced “unprec- 
edented” demand. 

Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue Ser- 
vice last week revealed its 24 sta- 
tions had responded to almost 300 
serious medical emergencies after 
a pilot scheme had to be rolled out 
in full early. 

It came as South Central Am- 
bulance Service NHS Foundation 
Trust (SCAS) said year-on-year de- 
mand had surged by as much as 42 
per cent during the festive period. 

In a letter to county councillors, 
chief fire officer Dave Etheridge 
said at the height of demand crews 
responded to a critical call — seri- 
ous or life-threatening — every 
30 minutes. He wrote: “We were 
asked by SCAS if we could as- 
sist in attending the most serious 
calls, sending fire appliances with 
trained trauma technicians. 

“This by no means replaces the 


need for the ambulance service to 
attend the patient, but does allow 
the firefighters to offer a quick re- 
sponse and effective intervention 
awaiting the arrival of an ambu- 
lance or paramedic.” 

The scheme, called First Person 
on Scene, started on June 1 in 
Thame but was rolled out across 
the county on December 21 at 
SCAS’s request. 

Fire service spokesman Marcus 
Mabberley said 170 firefighters 
were now trained with emergency 
trauma skills. 

They assist with the most seri- 
ous and life-threatening calls. At 
least 75 per cent must be reached 
by SCAS or a first responder in 
eight minutes. But Mr Mabberley 
said it did not mean firefighters 
were not available for fire-related 
calls. 

The scheme was meant to be put 
into action across Oxfordshire in 
phases but demand in December 
meant the whole county fire ser- 
vice was mobilised, Oxfordshire 
operations commander Nigel Wil- 
son said. Bicester Fire Station 
crew manager Pete Mackay, 37, 
said: “It is all about getting that 
first response right.” 

SCAS spokesman Catherine 
Morrow said: “Our staff remain 
extremely busy and will be work- 
ing hard to get to our most life- 
threatening patients as a priority.”

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Musician heads up plan for 
multi-million pound project 


MULTI-MILLION pound pro- 
posals have been put forward 
by a Banbury musician to 
make Cherwell a major arts 
and culture hub. 

If agreed, plans could see a ma- 
jor concert hall and arts school 
built in Banbury to help “radi- 
cally improve” the provision of 
arts in North Oxfordshire. 

Banbury Town Council asked 
resident musician Kris Reeder 
to put forward the proposals, 
and been backed by Town Mayor 
Sean Woodcock, who has ac- 
knowledged the need to improve 
arts in the area. 

The 30-year-old professional 
trombone player said: “My re- 
port will be published in the 
middle of the year and it will 
set out ambitious plans for more 
than £100m in the Bicester and 
Banbury area. North Oxford- 
shire is barren when it comes 
to arts for the city region and I 
think the potential is enormous. 

“Banbury is in the middle of 
London and Birmingham on the 
main transport route and North 
Oxon has lots of space, there is 
no limitations. 

Mr Reeder, who trained at 
the Royal Academy in London, 
hopes to encourage more young 
people to pursue music as a Ca- 
reer. 

He said: “Oxford is not as cul- 
tural as London in my opinion, 
it is very much science-based. 
Banbury could compete with 


East London, it is just about the 
ambition of the area now. 

“The government has decided 
to be very ambitious with North 
Oxfordshire so industry should 
be as well. It is a very exciting 
time for the area. 

The council hopes to secure 
money for the project from the 
European Union and Arts Coun- 
cil England. 

The professional trombone 
player said: “There are vast 
amounts of money that Arts 
Council England could spend 
but a lot of what is being spent is 
spent in London. There are lots 
of pockets of money available, 
the council just need to look into 
accessing that money. 

“I want young people in Ban- 
bury to experience what I have 
regardless of financial back- 
ground.” 

Mr Reeder said it was impor- 
tant to prioritise the arts despite 
“enormous” cuts in funding 
made in recent years. 

He said: “As the government 
has decided to cut back the arts 
has taken a hit. We need to do 
something about it, it is desper- 
ate now. 

“A lot of people in the area 
want this to happen. The poli- 
ticians have to do what people 
want.”

Runner Graeme Marsh 


RUNNING a marathon may be no easy 
feat, but for baker Graeme Marsh one is 
just not enough. 

The 44-year-old from Banbury ended 
2014 in high spirits after completing 19 
full marathons and 16 half marathons. 

But this year he is set to dash across 
the country, joining 100 races to raise 
thousands for the Male Cancer 
Awareness Campaign. 

Mr Marsh said: “It’s time that us men, 
we take our bodies to the same level as 
a woman. We ignore the bad stuff. 

“At the beginning of 2014 1 was not a 
runner. In fact in the previous 20 years 
the most I'd ran was 20 metres for a bus 


and invariably missed it. 

“But there was something instantly 
addictive about long-distance running.” 

Mr Marsh said he was inspired to take 
up his mammoth challenge after losing 
close friends to cancer last year. 

And when his 80-year-old mother 
Daphne Marsh underwent a 
mastectomy last March after being 
diagnosed with cancer for the fourth 
time, he said his life “changed 
dramatically”. 

Mr Marsh added: “This time last year, | 
felt like | was the Grim Reaper's best 
buddy. 

“I'm middle-aged now. Having seen 


my friends go from one form or another 
of cancer, it dawns on you that, hold on, 
I might be next. Cancer just destroys 
everybody's lives, it just affects 
everybody.” 

Determined to support other families 
battling cancer, Mr Marsh signed up for 
last October's Bournemouth Marathon. 

But just seven weeks into training, he 
decided to take an early shot at the 
Stratford-upon-Avon Marathon in April 
2014. 

He said: “I signed up for another 
marathon a week later and another two 
weeks after that one and another and 
another.” 


Z Man’s marathon effort to fight cancer 


Mr Marsh hopes to raise awareness of 
male cancers and encourage men to visit 
their GPs. 

But he admitted he will have little time 
to prepare for races, splitting time 
between the events and working at 
Banbury’s Fine Lady Bakery. 

The Male Cancer Awareness Campaign 
encourages fundraisers to don its Near 
Naked suit, worn by the face of its 
campaign, the Near Naked Man. It aims 
to combat embarrassment preventing 
men from discussing their bodies.

CITY driving might be a day- 
to-day nightmare, but Toyota 
has decided to make it as 
much fun as possible. 

Practicality, compact size and 
price tag are the holy trinity of 
factors governing most city car 
purchases, but Toyota decided 
to add a little touch of mischief 
into the mix. 

It went so far as dubbing the 
design theme for the new Aygo 
as J-Playful, marking a link with 
the outspoken shapes central to 
Japanese youth culture. 

One thing is for sure, with its 
attention-grabbing “X” design 
frontal styling Toyota’s take on 
the city car is unmissable. 

The Czech-built car has been 
designed with a wide range of 
equipment, options and customi- 
sation possibilities to make eve- 
ry car feel a little bit different. 

More than ten parts around the 
vehicle from the X-shaped front 
grille and rear bumper insert 
to front wing garnish and alloy 
wheels can easily be replaced to 
help produce a custom car. 

In the cabin the instrument 
panel, centre console, air vents, 
gearshift knob and gearlever 
surround can all be changed.

three-door versions, the car 
comes with plenty of grown-up 
options including a rear-view 
camera, keyless entry and push- 
button start, control switches on 
the steering wheel and a height- 
adjustable driver’s seat.

Super six to celebrate diamond date 


ASTON Martin Works - which 
marks its diamond jubilee this year 
- is celebrating 60 years at 
Newport Pagnell with the 
commissioning of six limited 
edition sports cars. 

The first of the cars was revealed 
at the Buckinghamshire-based 
firm's customer Christmas 
celebration, which also forms the 
start of 12 months of anniversary 
activity at Aston Martin Works. 

The six bespoke cars, all versions 
of the current Vanquish super GT 
in either Coupe or Volante form, 
are being created in association 
with the luxury British brand's 
Gaydon-based design team, and its 
personalisation service: Q by 


Aston Martin. An Aston 
spokesman said: “Each of the six 
cars is subtly different, and each is 
tailored to reflect one of the six 
decades being celebrated. The 
result is a collection of rare and 
ultra-desirable sports cars that will 
be instantly recognisable as 
Works’ 60th Anniversary models.” 

A number of elements 
distinguish the Anniversary cars 
including trim and paint colour 
treatments. But, perhaps, the most 
emotive part of each car comes in 
the form of a fine detail: bespoke 
rotaries around the major controls 
in the centre console of each 
Vanquish. 

Each rotary has been cast from
